The  following  (from  CS)  explains  one  method  of  making 

foils: 


We  present  here  a  simple,  inex¬ 
pensive  method  for  reproducing  an  exact 
image  of  your  choice  coin  or  token:  First, 
purchase  at  your  local  'second  hand*  dealer 
a  used  corporate  seal. 


corporate  seal  should  cost  about 

Remove,  or  have  a  friend  remove 
the  upper  and  lower  seals.  Replace  the  seals 
with  1/8'*  to  1/4*'  thick  plates  of  medium 
rubber  sheet. 

Take  aluminum  foil  -  any  weight. 

Cut  2'*  wide  in  long  strip.  Place  the  coin 
between  the  foil: 


reworked  corporate  seal: 


Squeexe  gently!  Experiment! 

Remove  the  coin  gently  from  the 

^oil  and  place  impression  in  a  2x2  card¬ 
board  coin  holder,  staple,  trim,  and  mail 

And  almost  any  method  in  which  aluminum  foil  (of  the 
common  kitchen  type)  is  pressed  firmly  and  uniformly  gainst 
a  piece  of  scrip  will  produce  a  reasonably  good  foil  impression. 

Aluminum  foil  has  a  shiny  side  and  a  dull  (or  less 
shiny)  side,  and  the  best  results  seem  to  be  obtained  if  the 
shiny  side  faces  the  piece  of  scrip, 

Relstively  good  direct  reproductions  of  pieces  of 
scrip,  particularly  paper  scrip,  may  be  made  by  a  Xerox  or 
another  type  office  copying  machine.
